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WORLD  WOOL  PRODUCTION 
AT  RECORD  LEVEL 

World  wool  production  is  expected  to  set  a  record  in  I96I. 

Output  (including  the  196I-62  season  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere)  is 
estimated  at  5>600  million  pounds ,  grease  basis ,  up  about  1  percent  from  the 

1960  clip  of  5^520  million  pounds  and  23  percent  above  the  1951-55  average. 

With  the  exception  of  the  U.S.S.R.  and  Mainland  China.,  all  major  pro- 
ducing countries  are  expected  to  show  an  increase  over  i960.  Argentina 
and  the  United  Kingdom  account  for  most  of  the  expected  rise  in  this  year's 
production. 

World  demand  continued  strong  in  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  I96I 
and  wool  prices  in  major  exporting  countries  rose  every  month  from  January 
through  May.    U.S.  imports  and  consumption  were  up  a  little  in  the  second 
quarter  because  of  prospects  for  increased  sales  of  fall  and  winter  clothing. 

Wool  output  in  the  United  States  is  expected  to  be  higher  in  I96I  be- 
cause of  the  increase  in  pulled  wool  production.     Sheep  numbers  are  expected 
to  decline  during  the  year. 

South  American  production  should  rise  sharply  during  the  1961-62  season. 
Output  in  Argentina ,  down  in  I96O-6I,  is  expected  to  be  about  13  percent 
higher  for  the  coming  season.    Uruguay,  which  had  an  increase  of  about 
22  million  pounds  in  i960,  is  expected  to  show  a  further  gain  this  year. 

Production  in  Western  Europe  will  rise  about  2  percent  this  year  after 
having  decreased  slightly  in  i960.     The  United  Kingdom  will  account  for  most 
of  the  increase  as  sheep  numbers  have  recovered  rapidly  from  their  low  of 
i960.     Both  Spain  and  France ,  the  second  and  third  largest  producers  in 
Western  Europe ,  are  expected  to  increase  production  in  1961. 

Wool  production  in  the  U.S.S.R.  is  expected  to  decline  slightly  during 

1961  as  sheep  numbers  were  somewhat  smaller  than  in  i960.     Soviet  Union 
production  of  76O  million  pounds  in  1961  is  about  1  percent  below  I960,  but 
57  percent  above  the  1951-55  average. 

Production  in  Africa  is  expected  to  rise  in  1961  because  rains  have  pro- 
duced good  pasture  and  enabled  sheep  numbers  to  increase  in  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa. 

Production  in  Asia  will  remain  unchanged  from  last  year.  Increased 
production  in  Turkey  of  about  5  million  pounds  will  be  offset  by  a  drop  in 
Mainland  China  of  approximately  the  same  quantity.     Some  relief  has  come  to 
the  drought- stricken  countries  of  Syria,  Iran,  and  Iraq  and  sheep  numbers 
and  wool  production  should  be  higher  there  in  1962.

Output  in  Oceania,  which  produces  about  40  percent  of  the  world's  wool 
and  the  bulk  of  exportable  supplies,  is  expected  to  increase  slightly  this 
season.    The  first  estimate  of  the  1961-62  wool  clip  in  Australia  is  1,625 
million  pounds,  grease  basis,  up  9  million  pounds  from  1960-61.    New  Zealand 
production  is  expected  to  reach  a  new  record  of  592  million  pounds  in  1 961-62. 
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WORLD  PEANUT  PRODUCTION 
AT  NEAR-RECORD  HIGH 

World  production  of  peanuts  in  i960  is  now  estimated  at  1U.9  million 
short  tons  (unshelled  basis) ,  8  percent  larger  than  the  previous  year's  out- 
turn, but  3  percent  less  than  the  record  15-3  million  tons  in  1958* 

Revisions  in  several  country  estimates  have  become  available  since  the 
publication  of  world  peanut  production  in  the  monthly  supplemental  issue  of 
Foreign  Crops  and  Markets  of  April  27,  I96I. 

Of  major  significance  is  the  sharp  reduction  in  the  official  estimate 
of  India's  1959  peanut  crop,  resulting  from  the  adoption  of  the  improved 
method  of  random  sample  crop  cutting  to  estimate  crops.     India's  1959  and 
i960  crops  are  now  reported  as  follows:    1959  -  ^,^1^,700  short  tons  from 
li+,861+,000  acres;  i960  -  1+, 876,600  tons  from  15,^55,000  acres.  There  have  been 
relatively  minor  revisions  in  data  for  other  countries. 

The  revised  table  and  more  detailed  information  regarding  world  peanut 
production  are  available  in  Foreign  Agriculture  Circular  FF0  lk-6l. 

RECORD  WORLD  ALMOND 
CROP  FORECAST 

Commercial  almond  production  in  the  6  major  producing  countries  is  fore- 
cast at  ll+9,500  short  tons  for  1961.    As  now  forecast,  the  196I  crop  will  be 
the  largest  crop  on  record,  6,100  tons  above  the  1959  high    of  1 1+3,1+00  tons. 
The  I96I  almond  marketing  year  is  expected  to  be  similar  to  1959  in  respect 
to  total  supplies.

Total  supply  of  almonds  in  1961-62  for  the  6  main  producing  countries- 
estimated  at  165,000  tons- -is  virtually  the  same  as  the  total  supply  of 
16^,000  tons  in  1959-60,  as  increased  production  this  season  more  than  off- 
set 'the  smaller  beginning  stocks.     In  I96O-6I,  the  total  almond  supply  was 
estimated  at  117,000  tons,  which  was  above  average. 
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In  196l,  foreign  almond  production  is  forecast  at  11^,500  tons,,  more 
than  double  the  short  i960  harvest  hut  only  12,500  tons  above  1959.  Both 
Italy  and  Spain  are  expected  to  have  record  harvests.    Above-average  crops 
in  Iran,  Morocco,  and  Portugal  are  also  expected. 

Almond  production  in  the  United  States  this  year  is  forecast  at  35,000 
tons,  6,^00  tons  less  than  the  record  1959  harvest  hut  9,000  tons  above  i960. 

Almond  exports  by  the  5  main  foreign  producers  and  the  United  States- 
based  on  preliminary  export  data--are  estimated  at  55,500  tons,  shelled  basis, 
for  the  I96O-6I  season.    For  the  1959-60  season,  exports  totaled  79,300  tons, 
just  slightly  below  the  record  level  of  80,600  tons  in  1957-58*     Italy  and 
Spain  continue  to  be  the  leading  exporters,  with  U.S.  exports  increasing 
gradually.

U.S.  exports  of  almonds  during  the  first  10  months,  August  through  May 
of  the  1960-61  season  amounted  to  5,l)-i-6  tons,  shelled,  and  583  tons,  un- 
shelled,  compared  with  7,l1+0  tons,  shelled,  and  982  tons,  unshelled,  in  the 
comparable  period  of  1959-60.    Total  1959-60  shelled  exports  were  a  record 
8,902  tons. 

U.S.  imports  of  almonds  this  season  have  been  negligible,  totaling  only 
293  tons,  shelled,  and  131  tons,  unshelled  for  the  10-month  period,  August  i960 
through  May  I96I.     Imports  in  1959-60  totaled  667  tons,  shelled  and  8l  tons, 
unshelled.

WORLD  FILBERT  PRODUCTION 
FORECAST  BELOW  AVERAGE 

World  commercial  filbert  production  in  1961  is  forecast  at  151,600 
short  tons,  unshelled  basis,  which  is  12,600  tons  below  the  average 
195^-58  production.    However,  as  now  forecast,  this  year's  production  will 
be  18,100  tons  larger  than  last  year's,  but  the  second  successive  year 
of  below-average  production. 

Filbert  harvests  in  I96I  are  expected  to  be  above  average  in  Italy 
and  the  United  States,  and  slightly  below  average  in  Spain.     The  all- 
important  Turkish  crop  appears  substantially  below  average  for  the 
second  straight  year. 

The  I96I  Italian  filbert  crop  may  set  a  record,  as  tentative  esti- 
mates point  to  a  commercial  harvest  of  at  least  50,000  tons,  unshelled. 
The  largest  previous  crop  was  50,000  tons  in  1955-

Exports  for  the  entire  I96O-6I  season  are  expected  to  be  about  the  same 
as  in  1959-60,  when  they  totaled  30,800  tons,  unshelled  basis. 

Exports  prices  for  shelled  Italian  filberts  during  June  averaged  about 
55-1  cents  per  pound,  and  in  early  July  were  quoted  at  55-0  cents,  f .o.b. 
Italian  port.     In  early  May,  new  crop  filberts  were  quoted  at  k6.3  cents. 

The  I96I  commercial  Spanish  filbert  harvest  is  forecast  at  lU,000  tons, 
unshelled  basis,  well  below  the  21,500  tons  in  i960. 

Spanish  exports  thus  far  in  I96O-6I  have  been  exceptionally  heavy,  and 
for  the  entire  season  may  total  21,000  tons,  unshelled  basis--the  largest 
in  many  years. 


Spanish  filbert  prices  have  continued  firm  during  the  early  part  of 
June,  and  i960  crop  Barcelona  and  Tarraprima  kernels  were  quoted  at  58.7 
cents  per  pound,  f.o.b.  Spain. 

The  1961  Turkish  filbert  crop,  tentatively  estimated  at  77,000  short 
tons,  unshelled  basis,  is  larger  than  last  year  but  smaller  than  average. 

Exports  in  the  196O-6I  season  are  estimated  at  69,000  tons,  unshelled 
basis,  down  considerably  from  the  105,300  tons  shipped  in  1959-60. 

In  early  July,  the  Turkish  filbert  prices  were  reported  firm  and  were 
quoted  at  50.8  cents  per  pound,  f.o.b.,  Turkey.  New-crop  Turkish  filberts 
were  quoted  in  late  June  at  51. k  cents  for  September /October  shipment. 

Total  1960-61  filbert  exports  by  the  3  main  commercial  producing 
countries  —  Italy,  Spain,  and  Turkey—are,  therefore,  estimated  about 
121,000  tons,  unshelled  equivalent.    Exports  for  the  1959-60  and  1958-59 
seasons  were  1^1, 12H  and  127,830  tons,  respectively.    Average  195^-58  ex- 
ports were  115,061  tons,  unshelled  equivalent.

WORLD  SUNFLOWER  SEED  OUTPUT  LARGE  IN  i960 

World  sunflower  seed  production  in  calendar  year  i960,  estimated  at 
6-9  million  short  tons,  was  one-fourth  larger  than  in  the  previous  year,  but 
k  percent  below  the  1958  record.    The  record  output  by  Argentina  and  better- 
than-average  harvest  in  the  U.S.S.R.  were  the  main  factors  in  the  large  har- 
vest.   These  2  countries  together  accounted  for  three-fourths  of  the  world 
sunflower  seed  production  in  i960. 

Reduced  sunflower  seed  acreage  in  Canada  in  i960,  the  only  North 
American  country  reporting  production,  resulted  in  a  sharp  drop  from  the  1959 
record  outturn. 

South  America's  output  of  over  1  million  tons  in  i960  was  only  slightly 
below  the  1958  record.    Favorable  weather  offset  smaller  acreage  in  Argentina 
for  a  harvest  of  more  than  double  the  near  crop  failure  of  the  previous  year. 
Good  weather  offset  smaller  acreage  for  increased  output  in  Uruguay.  Pro- 
duction also  increased  in  Chile.

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Europe 1 s  output  of  sunflower  seed  in  i960  was  slightly  below  the 
record  outturn  of  the  previous  year.     Production  is  concentrated  in  the 
Communist  countries  of  Bulgaria,  Hungary,  Rumania,  and  Yugoslavia.  The 
sunflower  seed  crop  in  Rumania,  Europe's  largest  producer,  was  about  the 
same  as  the  record  harvest  of  the  previous  year.    A  slight  decline  in  total 
acreage  was  offset  by  higher  yields  per  acre.    Bulgaria's  outturn  continued 
upward  in  i960  as  acreage  was  increased.    However,  production  in  Hungary 
and  Yugoslavia  declined  as  the  result  of  smaller  plantings. 

The  Soviet  Union' s  i960  sunflower  seed  crop  was  an  estimated  ^.3  mil- 
lion tons,  or  about  two-thirds  of  the  world  total.     Sunflower  seed  oil  is 
the  major  edible  oil  of  the  Union.    As  the  crop  is  raised  on  unirrigated 
land,  the  annual  yield  is  greatly  dependent  on  weather,  which  accounts 
chiefly  for  the  large  fluctuations  in  annual  output,  shown  in  the  table 
on  world  production. 

Africa ' s  major  producer  of  sunflower  seed  is  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa.     The  Republic's  i960  crop  was  slightly  less  than  the  record  out- 
turn a  year  earlier,  but  was  double  the  1950-5^  average  output  of  M3,800 
tons.     Since  the  early  fifties,  acreage  has  expanded  rapidly  as  land  with 
limited  rainfall,  formerly  planted  to  corn,  has  been  diverted  to  sunflower 
seed.    Tanganyika  and  Ethiopia  are  the  other  African  countries  where  sun- 
flower seed  output  is  significant. 

Asia' s  production- -mainly  in  Turkey- -was  slightly  smaller  in  i960 
than  in  the  previous  year.    Turkey's  acreage  was  smaller,  and  may  con- 
tinue to  decline  in  future  years  unless  a  parasite  that  attacks  the  sun- 
flower plant  is  controlled.     Communist  China's  production  of  sunflower 
seed  is  believed  to  have  increased  to  around  75,000  tons  in  recent  years, 
as  efforts  have  been  made  to  grow  minor  oilseed  crops  on  all  small  land 
areas,  both  urban  and  rural,  not  previously  cultivated. 

Prospects  for  1961  are  uncertain.  Heavy  rainfall  during  the  April 
harvest  of  this  year's  sunflower  crop  in  Argentina  reduced  yield  to  an 
estimated  661,380  tons — one-fourth  smaller  than  the  i960  crop. 

Chile's  I96I  output  was  much  lower  than  in  i960,  due  to  reduced 
acreage.    The  growers  were  discontented  with  contract  prices  offered  by 
oilseed  processors,  who  have  attempted  to  introduce  a  new  variety  of  seed 
with  a  high  oil  content  but  low  yield  per  acre.    However,  Uruguay  harvested 
an  estimated  108,000  tons  this  year. 

Acreage  in  sunflower  seed  in  the  U.S.S.R.  is  believed  to  be  increas- 
ing and,  due  to  favorable  weather,  planting  was  ahead  of  schedule  as  of 
mid -May  of  this  year.     Canadian  acreage  in  I96I  may  increase  sharply. 
For  the  first  time,  the  province  of  Alberta  is  included  under  the  national 
support  price  of  U.15  cents  per  pound,  somewhat  above  the  i960  support  of 
k.O  cents  for  the  crop  in  Manitoba. 
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WORLD  WHEAT  AND  FLOUR  TRADE  UP 

A  second  estimate  of  wor^Ld  wheat  and  flour  trade  for  1958-59  and 
1959-60  indicates  higher  totals  than  were  published  in  the  monthly  supple- 
mental issue  of  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  October  27 ,  i960. 

The  trade  of  the  1959-60  season  has  been  revised  upwards  to  36, 1^1  thou- 
sand metric  tons  (1,328  million  bushels)  which  is  about  the  same  level  as 
moved  in  world  trade  during  the  record  1956-57  season. 

This  compares  with  the  preliminary  tabulation  of  1959-60  trade  that 
placed  the  total  at  35,962  thousand  metric  tons  (l,321  million  bushels).  The 
increase  was  due  in  part  to  higher  exports  of  minor  exporting  countries , 
which  more  than  offset  a  slight  reduction  in  the  revised  exports  of  the  United 
States  and  Australia.    To  a  considerable  extent,  reevaluated  trade  of  Eastern 
European  countries  increased  the  total. 

World  wheat  and  flour  trade  in  1958-59  is  now  placed  at  35,952  thousand 
metric  tons  ( 1,321  million  bushels)  as  compared  with  35,608  thousand  metric 
tons  (1,308  million  bushels)  previously  estimated.    Exports  of  Eastern 
European  countries  significantly  increased  the  total.    The  outstanding  fea- 
tures of  the  1958-59  season  were  (l)  a  marked  decline  in  the  exports  of 
France  and  (2)  higher  exports  by  the  Soviet  Union,  particularly  to  Western 
Europe . 

The  principal  changes  in  World  Trade  from  1958-59  to  1959-60  were 
(l)  a  marked  decline  in  the  total  imports  of  Western  Europe  and  (2)  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  world  exports  to  Asia. 

The  1959  wheat  crop  was  large  in  most  areas  of  Europe,  resulting  in 
smaller  markets  for  wheat  from  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Argentina.  U.S. 
exports  to  Western  Europe  declined  from  2,295  thousand  metric  tons  (8U.3  mil- 
lion bushels)  in  1958-59  "to  1,815  thousand  metric  tons  (66.7  million  bushels) 
during  1959-60.     On  the  other  hand,  exports  to  Asia  increased  in  1959-60. 
This  more  than  counterbalanced  the  lower  shipments  to  Europe,  resulting  in 
higher  total  exports  for  the  season.    U.S.  exports    increased  from  12,066 
thousand  metric  tons  {hk3  million  bushels)  in  1958-59  "to  13,875  thousand 
metric  tons  (510  million  bushels)  during  1959-60. 

WORLD  RYE  TRADE 
DOWN  IN  1959-60 

WhEld  rye  trade  was  103  thousand  metric  tons  {k.O  million  bushels) 
lower  in  1959-60  as  compared  with  the  previous  season.    Total  rye  trade  de- 
clined from  U3.9  million  bushels  in  1958-59  to  about  39-9  million  bushels 
during  1959-60.    The  decline  was  mainly  due  to  lower  exports  by  the  United 
States,  West  Germany  and  Turkey.

WORLD'S  I96O-6I  HOPS  CROP  REVISED  DOWNWARD 

Revised  estimates  indicate  that  the  world's  hops  crop  in  I96O-6I 
(September -August)  amounted  to  about  Yjh.h  million  pounds ,  a  decline  of 
9.0  million  pounds  from  the  record  of  180.U  million  pounds  in  1959-60. 

Production  increased  rapidly  after  195^  because  of  an  upward  trend 
in  world  beer  consumption,  improvements  in  per  capita  incomes  in  many 
countries,  and  high  prices  for  hops.    By  1959  hops  production  exceeded 
world  requirements.     Prices  then  declined  precipitously.     Because  of  con- 
tinued large  production  in  I96O-6I,  prices  have  remained  low.     In  some 
countries,  they  have  been  below  production  costs. 

While  still  too  early  for  an  estimate  of  the  I96I-62  crop,  growing 
conditions  in  major  producing  countries  are  reported  as  favorable.  U.S. 
acreage  will  be  substantially  lower  than  a  year  earlier,  but  in  most  other 
producing  countries,  it  will  remain  at  I96O-6I  levels.     Given  continued 
good  weather  until  harvest,  the  world's  I96I-62  crop  will  probably  show 
little,  if  any,  change  from  1959-60.

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WORLD  ORANGE,  LEMON  CROPS  DOWN; 
GRAPEFRUIT  UP  SLIGHTLY 

The  I96O-6I  world  orange  and  lemon  crops  are  smaller  than  the 
previous  year,  while  grapefruit  is  up  slightly. 

Oranges ;  World  orange  production  from  the  bloom  of  i960  is  estimated 
at  373  milllion  boxes,  or  6  million  boxes  smaller  than  the  previous  season. 
This  smaller  crop,  a  temporary  interruption  in  rising  production,  is 
the  result  of  a  hurricane  in  Florida,  drought  in  South  Africa,  and  poor 
fruit  sets  in  Mexico,  Spain,  Algeria,  Israel  and  Italy. 

Grapefruit ;  World  grapefruit  production  from  the  bloom  of  i960  is 
estimated  at  ^9«5  milllion  boxes,  about  1.5  million  boxes  larger  than 
last  season  because  of  increased  production  in  the  United  States,  which 
grows  about  87  percent  of  world  supplies.     Grapefruit  production  in  Israel 
and  the  United  States  is  expected  to  increase  in  the  future. 

L ime s ;    World  lime  production  declined  about  300,000  boxes  to 
3.7  million  boxes  because  of  lower  production  in  Mexico,  and  abandonment 
of  some  Mexican  groves.    Little  change  in  future  world  supplies  is 
expected. 

Lemons :  World  lemon  production  from  the  bloom  of  i960  is  estimated 
at  35-6  million  boxes,  5-8  million  boxes  less  than  the  previous  season. 
This  is  the  smallest  crop  in  3  years  because  of  reduced  production  in 
all  major  producing  areas—Spain,  Italy,  and  the  United  States.  Lower 
production  in  Italy  is  the  result  of  a  small  winter  lemon  crop  which 
was  not  offset  by  a  record,  early  Verdlli  summer  lemon  crop.  Future 
lemon  supplies  are  expected  to  increase  as  new  plantings  come  into 
bearing. 
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
